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RESTORATION OF PU YI 
AT PEIPING HINTED 


Present Ruler of Manchou- 
kuo Again May Occupy 
Dragon Throne. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 20.—(4)—Re- 
ports from Hong Kong today said 
newspapers there were giving promi- 
nence to a report that Major General 
Kenji Doihara, ~-Japanese. military 
strategist, is plotting the restoration 
of Henry Pu Yi to the dragon throne 
: the defunct celestial empire at Piep- 
ng. 

Pu Yi, now Emperor Kang Teh, 
of the Japanese-sponsored state of 
Manchoukuo, as a baby of two was 
called to sit on the gorgeous dragon 
throne. But three years later China 
became a republic and he was evicted. 
In March of 1934, at the age of 2%, 
he became ruler of Manchoukuo. 

Doihara also was reported to be 
considering the proposal of North 
China leaders that the east Hopeh 
autonomous government merge with 
the newly inaugurated Hopeh-Chahar 
council, a semi-autonomous setup for 
the two northern provinces.

Recent movements of French 
troops, ships and airplanes were dis- 
closed as significant in responsible 
circles, following a disclosure in Lon- 
don that Britain has asked Mediter- 
ranean powers what precautions they 
have taken.

Poor, Illiterate Steve Edwards 
Catspaw of Law’s Technicalities 


Bewildered Tennesseean Back in Penitentiary as “Exam- 
ple” That Even Repealed Law Has Force. 
All Over One Gallon of Liquor. 


By LAMAR @. BALL. 

Steve Edwards, 28, illiterate and 
bewildered farmer from McEwen, 
Tenn., 65 remote miles from Nash- 
ville, was ushered back into the At- 
lanta Penitentiary yesterday to spend 
two more years there as a lesson to 
other convicts that the laws that hold 
them inside are colder and harder 
than the steel bars and woven in 
more inticate patterns. 

Steve has been away from _ the 
penitentiary now for a year and eight 
months. He has been back on the 
Tennessee farm, toiling from sunup 
to long after sundown, trying to coax 
enough from the soil of a 75-acre 
farm to support his 68-year-old 
mother and 75-year-old father. His 
only assistant in this strenuous tus- 
sle has been an aged, half-starved 
mule. 

Steve was not an escaped convict. 
He has neither the wit nor the en- 
terprise to escape from the meanest 
of jails, let alone the formidable At- 
lanta Penitentiary. He couldn't for 
the life of him figure what it was 
all about yesterday when they tossed 
him back into the penitentiary. All 
he knew was that the ‘“federals’ 
hauled him down from a load _ of 
scrub corn that he was hauling over 
to the hogs last Tuesday and told him 
he would have to get back into jail. 

Steve Came Back. 

“Can’t you wait until after Christ- 
mas?” he asked. 

‘Naw, you'll have to come along. 
We can’t wait up here all that time.” 

“I'll come on down to Atlanta right 
after Christmas.” 

“Naw, they told us to get you and 
bring you in.” 

So Steve came back. 

He can’t read and he can barely 
Sign a name that only he could recog- 
nize as his “signature.” He doesn’t 
en laws. All he knows is 
this: 

Revenue agents caught him with a 
gallon of liquor in May, 1933, just 
before the prohibition law was re 
pealed. They hauled him and the 
gallon into court and sentenced him 
to three years. 

They sent him to Atlanta. A few 
months later the prohibition law was 
repealed. Steve heard about it from 
other convicts who could read news- 
papers. They told him: 

“Well, supposce you and the rest 
that are in here for prohibition will 
get out soon.” 

Nothing Happened. 

Steve felt encouraged. But noth- 
ing happened. 

He heard ‘later that they had de- 
cided to make all the prohibition law 
violators finish out their sentences. 

Later on, about April, 1934, the 
Prison Welfare Association, that helps 
out convicts by giving them free legal 
advice, exdmined the records in 
Steve’s case and found a peg on which 
to hang a habeas corpus writ. Steve, 
still didn’t understand what it was 
all about. 

They brought him down to the Unit- 


ed States district court one day and 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood exam- 
ined the record and decided that there 
were errors in the sentence. Steve 
should be freed. He let Steve scrawl 
his signature on a bond, when United 
States attorneys demanded an appeal, 
and Steve went back to Tennessee, to 
his father and mother and his work on 
_ farm. He stayed there until Tues- 
ay. 
Became Test Case. 

In getting out of the penitentiary 
through a technicality that he still 
cannot understand, Steve found him- 
self metamorphosed into a guinea 
pig. He was a horrible example. If 
every prison in the penitentiary tried 
to get out on a technicality, it would 
be bad, very bad, the district attor- 
neys agreed, solemnly wagging their | 
heacs. It didn't matter that Steve! 
was an illiterate farmer, who was un- | 
aware of all the commotion he was | 
creating. The case would have to be| 
a test, it must be appealed. The| 
other ambitious prisoners must be 
kept in their place. 

Circuit court of appeals judges, 
down in New Orleans, reversed Judge 
Underwood’s opinion. Judge Under- 
wood had ruled that Steve should be 
released because the law provided that 
trial judges should designate “the type 
of institutions” to which a man is| 
sentenced. The higher juges read the 
law differently. They decided that the 
law meat that if the trial judge did 
not .designate the “type of institu- 
tion,” the attorney general should des- 
ignate the institution. It was an am- 
biguously written law, over which even 
learned judges disagreed—one of those 
“and/or” laws. And Steve Edwards 
can’t read, at all. 


Unaware of Reversal. 


Back on his Tennessee farm, Steve 
was unaware of the reversal of the de- 
cision by the circuit court in New 
Orleans. He did not know that he 
must return to serve out his sentence 
of two more years. He knew. he was 
out on bond, but he didn’t know what 
a bond was. 

So, they sent for him Tuesday on 
the charges that he had forfeited his 
bond by not appearing when the cir- 
cuit court had acted, a technical charge 
to get him out of Tennessee and back 
into the northern district of Georgia. 

Yesterday, Steve went back to the 
penitentiary, an example to the other 
prisoners, even though he will never’ 
be able to explain to them what an ex- 
ample he is, or how he happens to be 
there. All he knows is that the “fed- 
erals’” have locked him up again. 

“I sure would like to get back 
home,” he said yesterday. “They ain’t 
a soul to tend that farm but me and 
my mother and father are too old to 
work it by themselves. But I guess. 
they got it on me down here and I'll 
just have to sit it out.” 

All over a gallon of liquor and a

UF SILVER REPORTED 


Commerce Bureau Rumors 
Say Bullion Brought Into 
Japan From China. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(P>)— 
Reports to the Commerce Department 
today told of quantities of silver smug- 
gled from China to Japan and resold 
later in the world markets, which the 
treasury recently abandoned as a 


'source of its silver purchases. 


In one .informed quarter it was 
hinted, simultaneously, that the treas- 
ury’s shift in policy might have been 
aimed in part at this practice, since 
such smuggling would thereby be less 
profitable. 

Making no explanation, treasury of- 


|_ficials, meanwhile stood by their deci- 
‘sion to confine future silver acquisi- 


tions largely to direct transactions 
with the governments of nations 
which themselves produce the metal. 
Seeking the meaning behind the 
change in methods of carrying out the

I had seen individual battleships,

PROTECTION A significant confidential story lies behind the in- 

consequential insurance announcement made the 
other day by the Navy Department. The announcement said that, here- 
after, American insurance companies will underwrite the full building risk 
on American warships being constructed in private yards. 

No explanation came from an official source, but American insurance 
authorities feel that recent cases of suspected sabotage may have had 
something to do with it. First, there was a fire in a shipyard where a 
most modern fighting ship is being constructed, then a bad “accident” 
to the machinery. 

If foreign insurance companies hold the policies, they naturally send 
expert agents to investigate the extent of the damage. Thus, the spip 
might as well be constructed in a goldfish bowl in Times Square, as far 
as protection of construction secrets is concerned. 

Foreign companies have done most of the underwriting; in fact, 
about 85 per cent of it in the last 10 years. The reason was that un- 
usually large amounts are involved, sometimes $5,000,000 on a cruiser. 
American companies can and will now handle it.

products of other states, and this part 
‘of the law is void. No wines, native 
or foreign, he says, may be sold. But 
he sustains the rest of the statute. 
The effect of the decision obviously 
‘is to make the law more stringently 
| prohibitory than was intended by the 
legislature, when it was enacted or by 
the people when it was voted on. 
| We do not consider the decision sound 
either in law or réason.”

The 
public duties which he performed for 
this salary were nominal, if not en- 
tirely mythical, and the general run 
of newspaper men looked on his case 
with disapproval. 

But if Huey had done in Louisiana 
as Mussolini has done in Italy he 
would have reached the self-interest 
of the craft, and it would not have 
taken a majority of newspaper men 
long to convince themselves they were 
honestly loyal to the great leader and 
that everything he did was for the 
good of the state and eventually of 
the nation. 

It would have been expensive for 
their employers to fire them under 
such a law, and, anyway, the same 
plan in its wider application would 
have provided owners with a subsidy 
or guarantees against loss on the 
ground that the press as a weapon of 
state must be maintained, even 
though it cost taxpayers something, 
just as the army and navy must be 
kept in good shape and good morale. 
This may seem to place a very low 
value on the sincerity of the news- 
paper business or profession, and ex- 
ceptions would have to be dealt with 
according to the good of the country. 

Even in Italy, journalists and pub- 
lishers were not won over unanimous- 
ly. Some held out a while and were 
reconstructed under pressure, and oth- 
ers ain’t reconstructed yit, as the old 
southern saying goes. But those 
who ain’t reconstructed yit are out 
of luck now, and the Italian press is 
for Mussolini and his regime without 
a dissenting syllable. 

Newspaper reporters and publishers, 
unfortunately, are not made of the 
clay that martyrs are made of, except 
in rare cases, And when a man comes 
face to face with facts, so that he 
must eifier play ball under highly 
attractive conditions or lose his live- 
lihood, he is likely to think of his 
femily and the mortgage on his home. 


Miracle It may be said that Huey 

could not have done this

American constitution, but 
to sayathat offhandedly is to over- 
look s6me other miracles which Huey 
performed without exceeding the con- 
stitution. As for the use of public 
funds to subsidize the press, it should 
be kept in mina that long ago Huey 
had passed a law which made it un- 
necessary for him to account to any- 
body for public funds. He merely re- 
ported that his dictatorship had re- 
ceived so much and spent it all. He 
didn’t have to say what it was speut 
for, so it could have been given to 
newspaper publishers to reimburse 
them for increased cost of salaries and 
bonuses to their help and also give 
them a profit. Huey overlooked a 
possibility there. 

Mussolini doesn’t go into petty de- 
tails, either. When the press is a 
weapon of state it’s subject to the 
same sort of discipline and pressure 
that governs the army and the navy, 
and everything the papers do under 
orders becomes automatically right 
and patriotic. The army and the navy 
may sometimes be used on tasks which 
individual members of the services be- 
lieve to be morally wrong, but it’s 
treason to refuse duty on such grounds. 
Similarly a man on a paper might be 
required to write a story contrary to 
his views and excuse himself to his 
conscience on the ground that it is 
not his to reason why. Such cases 
are not rare in America even now. 

The Italian press has been a wea- 
pon of state so long now that Italians, 
even in official ranks, who have had 
experience in the United States find 
it hard to understand why American 
papers are allowed to denounce Italy's 
Ethiopian war as the wanton invasion 
of a sovereign country. They cannot 
cure their minds of the thought that 
these expressions must represent the 
view of the American government. 
Otherwise why doesn’t the government 
make them shut up? 


‘Unofficial’ Now, if Italian papers 
were suddenly to tear 
into the United States 
and give us a daily 
lecturing on some particular issue you 
would know at once that the Italian 
government was sore about it and was 
using the press as a weapon of state 
to warn us of Il Duce’s disapproval 
and his reasons for doing so. It’s a 
method of expressing official views in 
an unofficial way much more freely 
than they could be expressed in ir- 
revocable official correspondence which 
goes into the archives to stay. Papers 
go into the ashcan and are forgotten. 
When the press is a weapon of etate

HEALTH TALKS

January or July, when I say mo- 
lasses I mean molasses and not the 
Sulphurous stuff they palm off on 
you if you look like that kind of cus- 
tomer. 

In flavor alone, if there were not 
another reason, real old-fashioned mo- 
lasses is so far from the modern imi- 
tation that it seems absurd to call the 
latter molasses at all. 

Children who are compelled to eat 
spinach because spinach is rich in iron 
and calcium will welcome the assur- 
ance, which I am happy to give, that 
old-fashioned molasses is three times 
as rich in iron and twice as rich in 
calcium as the finest spinach you ever 
pushed down your esophagus. 

Molasses in January, February and 
March is as wholesome, appetizing, 
digestible and nutritious as it is in 
April, May and June. Children or 
adults who get lots of exercise in 
daily play or at work, should have a 
liberal ration of sugar, and there is 
no more desirable form of sugar for 
human nutrition than good old-fash- 
ioned sulphur free molasses. 
Sulphur dioxide (sulphurous acid) 
is present in the modern concoction 
sold as “molasses,” because this chem- 
ical is added in the process of manu- 
facturing sugar—to bleach the natur- 
ally golden brown sugar. Most cus- 
tomers, badly educated, want only col- 
orless or white sugar. This abnor- 
mal taste or demand spoils a lot of 
molasses. Fortunately the delicious 
old-fashioned molasses is still produce 
ed here and there, in the old-fashioned 
way, that is, by boiling down the 
sugar cane in open kettles. 

Some one noticed that chemical 
analyses of crude brown sugar and 
refined white sugar indicate that the 
crude brown sugar contains many 
times more calcium than refined white 
sugar, and jumped to the unscientific 
canclusion that every one should con- 
sume crude brown sugar exclusively 
because most people do not get enough 
calcium. It may be true that most 
people do not get enough calcium in 
the ordinary diet of refined foods, 
but the amount even in sugar cane 
itself would be insignificant compared 
with the amount of calcium one gets 
in a small piece of cheese or a glass 
of milk or a dish of beans or a few 
peanuts or some cabbage. Personally, 
I should not choose crude brown or 
raw refined brown sugar in preference 


to refined white sugar unless I liked | 


the taste of it better,

The rejuvenated industrial Santa 
had in his pack checks ranging from 


the equivalent of one week’s pay te) 


amounts eqnaling six months’ of a 
vear’s salary in instances in which 
employees. made Christmas the occas- 
ion for special gifts. 

Millions of dollars were poured into 
holiday trade by the company gift 
route as industry’s happy “bonus 
army” descended on stores. 

“Increased Dividends” 

“Bonus or increased dividends” was 
the issu. before the board of direc- 
tors of the City National Bank of 
Kansas City, R. Croshy Kemper, pres- 
ident announced, and the bank’s em- 
ployes won. The board voted to in- 
crease all salaries 10 per cent. 

One of the largest bonus distribu- 
tions in the country was ordered by 
Thomas A. Peabody, whose 130 em- 
ployes in a furniture factory at North 
Manchester, Ind., shared $100,000 on 
the basis of $100 for each year of em- 
ployment, with a $2,000 maximum.

1,000 Hunting, Fishing 
Delegates to Confer 
With President. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(?)—~ 
A nation-wide conclave of «hunters, 
fishermen and others interested in 
America’s game resources—a meeting 
with more than 1,000 possible dele- 
gates—was called today by President 
Roosevelt to meet here February 3. 
In calling the wild life conservation 
conference, the President followed the 
recommendation of J. N. “Ding” Dar- 
ling, who recently resigned as chief 
of the Biological Survey Bureau.

MANCHOUKUO 1S READY 
TQ REPEL MONGOLIANS 


No Casualties Reported in 
Clash at Border of 


Two Countries. 


TOKYO, Dec. 20 —(#)—Manchou- 
kuo is prepared to meet force with 
force on the Mongolian border, said a 
Rengo (Japanese) news agency cis 
patch today from Hsinking, capital of 
the Japanese-fostered state. 

Officials of’ Manchoukuo are de 
termined to meet Mongolian “encroache 
ments’ with armed resistance, the dis 
patch added, in describing a frontier 
clash yesterday between Japanese 
Manchoukuoan soldiers and a Mone 
golian force, 

A communique issued by the J2»a- 
nese army headquarters in Manchoue 
kuo said a force of Manchoukuoan sok 
diers guarding the border and under 
the command of a Japanese officer 
was encountered by 70 other Mon- 
golian soldiers, armed with machine 
guns, on the Manchoukuo side of the 
border. 

Fighting ensued, the communicue 
continued, but when a Japanese cuv-~ 
alry detachment rushed to the aid of 
their fellows the Mongolians fled, 
abandonign 20 rifles. No Japanese- 
Manchoukuoan casualties were  re- 
ported. 

“Outer Mongolian complaints of auy 
incident at that point are likely to 
bring further trouble,” said a spokes- 
man here for the Japanese govern- 
ment.

PLANS TO TRANSFER 
NRA AuENCY DRAFTED 


Files and Porsenna of Body 
Will Be Shifted to Other 


Departments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(P)— 
Plans for transferring the dwindling 
remnants of the once powerful NRA 
to other government agencies were 
being drafted today at President 
Roosevelt’s direction, with the com- 
merce and labor departments stand- 
ing first in the receiving line. 

The President, questioned at his 
press conference, declined to name the 
departments most concerned, but from 
reliable sources it was learned that 
these two were the ones recommended 
to him. 

Despite much speculation that the 
federal trade commission, would take 
over part of the remnants’ Mr. Roose- 
velt said today this agency would not 
be involved. 

It was explained in informed quar- 
ters that, in any event, the transfer 
will consist principally of moving files 
and some personnel. The NRA, which 
expires completely next April 1, has 
been engaged in the research intended 
to determine the effect of the col- 
lapse of the blue eagle on hours, wages 
and business in general. 

Today’s developments pointed the 
way more clearly, however, to recent 
indications there might be no admin- 
istration attempt to legislate a new 
organization to take the place of the 
NRA
